Refusing  To  Accept 
God’s  Power

When  giving  some  toshuctfans  to  Tlmo^  in  his  last  known  letter  to  him  the 
Aposde  Paul  reminded  him  that  grievous  times  would  conae  to  ttliicb  people 
would  bald  “a  form  of  godltoess,  but  having  deniad  the  power  thareoT’  (S 
Timothy  S;l  ASV).  ’The  word  Paul  used  which  is  translated 
“deity"  is  sometimes  used  to  the  sense  of  nega(tioo  or  denial, 
but  is  used  more  frequently  in  the  New ’Testament  in  the  sanae 
of  rafuaing  to  acknowledge  or  to  accept  a  person  or  an  idea. 
‘Ihus  Paul  was  Ukely  not  MlingThnothy  that  people  would  say 
that  God  or  god!  torse  had  no  power,  but  rather  that  they  would 
refuse  to  accept  or  use  the.power  God  could  supply,  llieir 
godltoess  would  be  mere  form  without  substance. 

As  Christian  people  we  are  quite  ready  to  affirm  the  omnipo- 
■IBmmm  tence  of  God.  We  are  quick  to  tell  others  that  our  God  is 
all-powerlii,  but  the  sad  fact  Is  that  attfamigh  we  go  through 
the  outward  forma  of  our  religion,  we  refuse  to  use  the  power  God  has  placed  at 
our  dispasal .  We  are  quite  ready  to  talk  of  our  beltef  to  the  power  of  prayer,  but 
one  wonders  tf  our  pnKtioe  does  not  belie  such  an  affirmathm.  In  all  too  many 
cases  our  prayer  lire  is  relegated  to  public  worship  in  which  we  bow  aontewhat 
reverently  wblle  another  voices  an  audtole  prayer,  or  we  pray  only  when  we 
recognlae  we  an  to  serious  trouble. 

The  successful  use  of  almost  any  kind  of  power  is  determined  largely  by  one’s 
knowledge  of  the  laws  by  which  it  is  gonrned.  People  want  power,  be  it  ao^, 
economic,  political,  or  whatever  to  order  to  have  it  serve  them.  As  a  result  they 
may  use  various  ways  to  order  to  gain  tt. 

Probably  a  port  of  our  faihae  to  accept  God’s  power  is  due  to  the  fact  diat  it 
does  net  come  to  us  through  monipulatiaa  or  oteRtei  deaigi.  God  takes  the 
initiative  to  this  and  we  musfkeeegniae  Biat  it  is  wholly  of  grace.
